Washington eased the bans Wednesday on 
further publication of a secret Pentagon study, 
and Knight Newspapers Inc. published an arti- 
cle allegedly based on the same material and 
reporting former detente secretary Robert S. 
McNamara proposed a coalition government 
for Vietnam in 1967. 


The 11-newspaper Knight chain said 
its 


article was based on the secret, 47-volume 
study of U.S. involvement in Vietnam ordered 
by McNamara while a member of the Johnson 
administration. 


The government, contending publication of 


the documents threatens national security, has 
sought 
injunctions 
against 
three 
o t h e r 


newspapers that published parts of the study 
- the New York Times, the Washington Post 
and the Boston Globe. 


THONE EXPLAINS VOTE . . . 
Welfare Reform 
Plan Holds Hope 


The Knight article, as it appeared in the 


Philadelphia Inquirer, said McNamara was "a 
tragic figure who rapidly became disillusioned 
with the war he had recommended" and who. 
in May 1967. proposed a coalition government 
including non-Communist members of the Na- 
tional Liberation Front, the political arm of 
the Viet Cong. 


The 
article 
said, 
"From 
mid-1966 
on, 


McNamara is portrayed in the documents as 
fighting constantly with his generals and ad- 
mirals. They wanted to tighten the screws on 
North Vietnam while he wanted to level off 
or de-escalate the war." 


The Times, the Post and the Globe had 


been restrained from printing any more stories 
on the study, which President Nixon said 
Wednesday he would release to members of 
Congress on a top-secret basis. 


Earlier Wednesday evening, however, the 


U.S. Court of Appeals in Washington said the 
Post was free to resume articles on the secret 
papers after 6 p.m. Friday. It upheld a lower 
court denial of the government request for 
an injunction. 


The appellate panel in New York said the 


Times could publish part of the information 
Friday, but it ordered a district court to hold 
further secret hearings on the rest of the 
study. 


This set the stage for a ruling by the 


U.S. Supreme Court. 


The government said it would appeal the 


Washington ruling and the Times, still barred 
from printing some material, said it would 
appeal the New York ruling to the Supreme 
Court.

Subsidized Adoption Law Funds Questioned

The immediate fate of Nebraska's subsidiz- 


ed adoption law, claimed by its author to be 
a ••.saver" rather than a "spender" of welfare 
money, appears 
to hinge on an 
attorney 


general's opinion. 


The 1971 session of the Legislature passed 


a measure sponsored by Lincoln Sen. Fern 
Hubbard Orme, which authorizes the State 
Welfare Department to subsidize the adoption 
of wards of the state. 


Mrs. Orme said its primary purpose is 


to provide "the security of real family life'" 
to youngsters who previously have been found 
unadoptable. 


By allowing subsidies, the adopting family 


could lean on the state for medical costs oi' 
the handicapped child, and the low income 
family could permanently care for another 
child, through an agreement with the state.

ADM Receives 'Verbal Approval 
1 


To Drain Surface Runoff Into Sewer 


Archer Daniels Midland has 


received 
"verbal 
approval" 


from Public Utilities Director 
Lee Blocker to tie in a line to 
carry noncontaminated surface 
runoff from the plant area into a 
new stormsewer 
being con- 


structed along No. 70th, an ADM 
official said Wednesday in a 
prepared news release. 


The stormsewer would then 


carry the run-off from Havelock 
into Salt Creek. 


James Wheeler, manager of 


ADM soybean refineries from 
Decatur, 111., said the ADM tie- 
in would be completed within six 
months. 


When the stormsewer is con- 


structed, "our surface run-off 
w o u l d drain i n t o that storm- 
sewer, just like other rain water 
from the streets of Havelock," 
Wheeler said. 


The ADM official 
declined 


comment on any questions per- 
taining to samples of water col- 
lected in a roadside ditch which 
have been reported to be con- 
taminated and allegedly from 
the ADM plant or on any other 
aspects of plant operations 
which could contribute to the 
situation. 


Wheeler said any comments 


would have to come from the 
firm's local public relations 
firm, which issued the news 
release. 


The ADM official said in the 


release that "no water has been 
d i s c h a r g e d from ADM's 
Havelock soybean processing 
plant into the drainage ditch for 
at least the last week and a 
half." 


Wheeler said he would not 


argue with the fact that con- 
taminated water samples were 
taken from the ditch by the city 
public utilities department or 
the state. 


The ditch, Wheeler said, "is 


not free-flowing, and there were 
many stagnant pools in it. I 
have not been able to detect any 
fresh grease that would have 
been deposited within the last 
two weeks." 


ADM does have a wet weather 


easement which allows the plant 
to discharge 
uncontaminated 


waters into the ditch only at 
times of rainstorms. The ditch 
must remain dry at times when 
the weather is dry. 


The main water discharge 


from the plant goes through the 
company's own primary treat- 
ment, facility, then into the city's 


sanitary sewer main and on into 
the city's lagoon "as has always 
been done," he said. 


Questions, which still remain 


unanswered by ADM include: 


—How runoff waters had picked 


up the grease and other contamin- 
ated materials in the first place. 


—Whether any steps have been 


taken to prevent similar contam- 
ination of waters during times 
water does flow into the ditch in 
the future. 


—Whether 
any 
actions have 


been taken at the local plant 
which can 
guarantee 
that no 


wastes will be discharged into the 
storm sewers after the connection 
is made with the sewer. 


Blocker confirmed that ADM 


has been given permission to 
tie-in when the new storm- 
sewer is constructed. 


He said that protective devices 


would have to be installed such 
as possibly a valve to reroute 
the waters into the sanitary sew- 
er system so that any contami- 
nated waters found would not 
enter the city storm sewer sys- 
tem. 


Blocker said that there would 


he monitoring of the waters 
into the stormsewer system "on 
a regular basis" to make sure 
ADM waters are uncontamin- 
alcd

The foster care rates are $60 a month 


for those 12-years-old and under, $80 for those 
13 and over, and $90 for youngsters three 
months and under.

from $4 to S15 a month, depending on age.

Hilsman, a teacher at Columbia University's 


School of International Affairs, confirmed he 
wrote the memos, but said they were taken 
out of context. He said the memos were drafted 


as contingency plans lor possible moves for 
"all the crazy things that might happen" to 
the South Vietnamese government. 


The Justice Department said it would not 


seek to halt publication of the Sun-Times scries. 
because it was based on documents declassified 
in 1968 by President Johnson.

Senate Cuts Off Debate 
On Extension Of Draft

The vote was 65 to 27, three

American forces from Indochina 
within nine months if American 
prisoners of war are released is 
certain to pass the Senate with'n 
the week. 


Had the Senate not voted for 


cloture, debate on the bill would 
most likely have lasted for 
weeks or even months past the 
June 30 deadline for 
induc- 


tions. 


July Inductions Unlikely 


Even' now, according 


government 
officials, 
it 


unlikely that 
anyone will 


drafted in July, and more than a 
month without draft calls would 
have created havoc with man- 
power plans, they said.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


In seeking to draft a new set of by-laws and administrative 


rules for the University of Nebraska, the task force committee 
has a big job to perform. The work is largely the outgrowth 
of events of last year which produced conflict and controversy 
on (lie university's Lincoln campus. 


What are the rights of students, faculty and administration? 


What are their respective responsibilities and what kinds of 
procedures are to be adopted to encourage the achievement 
of those ends considered desirable? 


These are some of the broad questions thai the task force 


will seek to answer and to transform into guidelines that can 
be followed by all. Chancellor D. B. Varner suggested some 
avenues of approach when he addressed the 36-member s t u d y 
committee. 


His suggestion on tenure should at least provide for an 


open discussion of the subject. It might be practical, he sug- 
gested, to grant tenure (a kind of job security right) on something 
such as a five-year basis. At the end of such a period, the faculty 
member would be reviewed for another five-year extension of his 
tenure. 


Tenure, of course, is one of the things that seems to 


bug a lot of people outside the academic community. And 
here we find, too, what might be termed the crux of the 
difficulty that will face the committee as it labors away during 
the ensuing months. 


We do not intend to engage in a long dissertation on 


the merits and liabilities of the tenure system. Certainly, there 
are both. What is important is that we have a system that 
gives to the academic community the protection it needs while 
affording the general public the protection it demands. 


This concept was placed in excellent perspective by the 


chancellor in pointing out the university base is firmly planted 
in the electorate while its purpose for being is a somewhat 
intangible thing rooted in knowledge and the truth. 


The task of the committee is to bring these two forces 


into somewhat of a harmonious existence and this will not 
be easy. Not even knowledge can be totally defined and the 
truth can be as elusive as a handful of oxygen. 


An example or two will make the point. Is homosexuality 


a matter of knowledge in the academic community? Some 
say yes and some say no but we have currently said officially 
that it is not. 


Is it a truth that marijuana is non-addictive? Physically 


it may not be but psychologically it may be and not everyone 
agrees on that. What is true in politics, in business and many 
careers if it cannot even be ascertained at times in the scien- 
ces? 


Obviously, in seeking the spread of knowledge and pursuing 


the truth and in trying to contribute to the forging of a 
constructive way of life, the university is going to travel some 
rocky paths and going to disturb the complacency of a lot of people. 


It is not just important, but it is essential that the public 


realize this and grant to the institution the flexibility and 
freedom that are essential to its purpose in being. 


Then, there is the other side, as clearly stated by the chan- 


cellor when he said: 


"It is no exaggeration to say again that this university 


belongs not to the faculty, nor to the student, nor to the ad- 
ministration, nor to the regents, but to the citizens of this 
state who pay the taxes to make this university possible . . . The 
ultimate reservoir of power rests with the people of Nebraska." 


Thus, there are two basic prerequisites for the University of 


Nebraska—the proper recognition of public rights and the historic 
role of the institution. Without either of them, Nebraska simply 
would not have a viable university. 


It is obvious from this that when the chancellor speaks 


of the importance of the work of the by-laws and rules committee, 
he is not simply mouthing a lot of words. What the committee 
does will go a long way toward either bringing together or 
splitting apart the two vital elements of the university's whole 
existence.

Army Commissaries Review 


Compromise Offered 


Despite the assumption that the Nixon 


administration and its Vietnam policies did 
not come under the purview of the celebrated 
Pentagon Papers describing U.S. involvement 
in the war, the administration nonetheless 
finds itself in the unpopular position of at- 
tempting to suppress what hasn't yet been 
said from the public. 


In a belated attempt to cleanse its public 


image in the matter and possibly to ward 
off any political advantage that might accrue 
to Sen. Edmund Muskie, the administration 
has offered the nation's newspapers a com- 
promise in the battle for the right to publish 
the hitherto top secret documents. De f e n s e 
Secretary Laird has ordered a review of secret 
documents of the Kennedy and Johnson ad- 
ministrations to determine which ones could 
be released 
without 
prejudicing national 


s e c u r i t y . He said he hoped to declassify 
documents on the origins of the Vietnam war 
in about 90 days. 


And in court hearings involving the New 


York Times, Washington Post and Boston 
Globe, government attorneys have said the 
Nixon administration is prepared to appoint 


an expedited study 
. . . to determine 


a "joint task force for 
of the Pentagon study 
possible declassification of sections no longer 
vital to the national security." That offer 
the Washington Post rejected out of hand 
as being '•government by handout," which, 
of course, is what the news media have been 
fighting all along. 


A better answer might be entailed in Sen. 


Muskie's p r o p o s a l that legislation be 
introduced to create an independent board 
with authority to lift secrecy labels from 
government documents. The board 
would 


avoid such legal disputes as the present one, 
Muskie said, and would help to alleviate the 
fears of Americans who feel that much is 
being kept from them. 


Although the idea needs refining, on the 


surface it 
would seem 
that such an in- 


dependent board could thwart the tendency 
of government officials to classify almost 
everything secret while it could still keep the lid 
on information really vital to the national 
security. That the board could become a power 
in itself is one obvious drawback, but the 
idea merits serious consideration. 


WASHINGTON - The scaiv 


dais we have uncovered in the 
Army's $1.1 billion commissary 
system were no surprise to the 
top brass, who a year ago re- 
ceived a 63-page report detail- 
ing how commissaries around 
the world had been looted by 
employes, customers, shippers 
and even friendly governments. 


The brass characteristically 


suppressed the report to pre- 
vent the taxpayers from find- 
ing out how their money has 
been 
squandered. 
When we 


asked about the Army Comp- 
troller General's findings, one 
colonel implied t h e 
report 


didn't even exist. Our request 
for a copy was turned down 
brusquely by the Defense De- 
partment. 
Nevertheless, 
we 


have obtained an unauthorized 
copy, 
entitled 
"World-wide 


Review of Army Commissar- 
ies," 
dated March 15. 1970. 


Page after page, it spells out 
a sordid story of mismanage- 
ment, waste and outright thiev- 
ery. Here are the highlights: 


The study accuses "every 


cashier" in the Saigon com- 
missary of punching up phony 
figures and pocketing the dif- 
ference. Customers were al- 
lowed to run up a staggering 
credit of $2 million with no 
hope of collecting the delin- 
quent accounts. 


The 
Bangkok 
commissary 


overstocked 
items, 
including 


500,000 unneeded 
pounds 
of 


boneless beef, that were al- 
lowed to rot, were eaten by 
rats or were sold for a song. 
The losses, set at $5,256 in the 
first quarter 
of fiscal 1968, 


soared to a breathtaking $300,- 
000 in one quarter of 1970. The 


Royal Thai government alleg- 
edly also pilfered, lost or broke 
$80,000 worth of goods. 


Throughout the commissary 


system, employes have been 
selling goods under the counter 
for their own profit. The report 
cites unidentified mess hall 
workers who would pick up 
huge cans of coffee at $11 
apiece, sell five cans on the 
black market and deliver five 
to the mess hall. Some thieves 
were kept on the payroll after 
they had been discovered. 


Stealing from commissaries 


apparently has become a fa- 
vorite sport. At Fort Dix, N.J., 
despite good warehouse secur- 
ity, $9,000 worth of coffee and 
$4,000 in canned hams disap- 
peared in a single night. Some 
of the thievery occurred before 
the goods ever reached the 
commissaries. 
The auditors 


found 109 cases of meat were 
missing when a ship reached 
Inchon, Korea. 


In 
m a n y 
commissaries, 


delinquent 
customers 
were 


given credit after they had paid 
with "an endless cycle of bad 
checks." The Army 
auditors 


also found the accounting so 
bad in commissaries t h a t 
millions 
in 
petty 
pilferage 


hadn't been caught The sorry 
accounting continues lo this 
day. 


Totally 
untrained 
officials 


helped ?o run commissaries in 
Bangkok, Saigon and Seoul, 
also at Fort Benjamin Har- 
rison, 
1 n d., a n d 
F o r t 


Richardson, Alaska. Their in- 
competence resulted in losses 
five times greater than found in 
well-managed commissaries. 


In Japan two commissary 


annexes were renovated at a 


cost of $45,000 "although insuf- 
ficient justification existed to 
continue operation of either 
store.'1 


T h e A r m y a u d i t o r s 


sometimes got the run-around 
from 
commissary 
officials. 


They made appointment after 
appointment with an 
Army 


contract officer in Thailand, for 
example, to find out why a 
$250,000 storage contract went 
to a contractor w h o already 
owed $75,000 for failing to com- 
ply with an earlier contract. 
Each time the contract officer 
failed to show up. 


In some instances, generals 


loaded up commissary shelves 
with their own favorite foods. 
The choice delectables went 
unpurchased by the wives of 
servicemen with less luxurious 
tasles. Even 
the s e c r e t 


auditors' 
reporl, 
however, 


discreetly omitted the names of 
the offending generals. 


On the whole, commissary 


officers 
seem 
to 
have 
a 


cavalier attitude toward the 
taxpayers' funds. 
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President Nixon is eager to 


get the economy booming again 
before the 1972 election. He is 
tempted 
to 
stimulate 
the 


economy by speeding up the 
income-tax 
cuts 
that 
are 


scheduled to lake effect in 1972 
and 
1973. The 
President's 


economic advisers, however, 
have warned that too much 
stimulus could cause soaring 
inflation. Best guess is that the 
President 
will accept t h e 


political risk of a tagging 
economy and will hold to a 
slower pace of recovery.

Two-Wheeler Proliferation 


Bicycles on the streets of Lincoln are 


proliferating at an alarming rate. It is not 
an alarming t h i n g that the two-wheeled 
vehicles have come into such sudden pro- 
minence, but rather, that they present such 
a potential for disaster. 


Bicycles are being sold today by the hun- 


dreds, with buyer waiting in line for months 
to get the model they want. Any driver who 
is not aware of this development must be 
driving in a cloud because the bicycles are 
simply all over the place. 


It is our opinion that city government has 


not given the matter sufficient thought. As 
things now stand, it is only a question of 
time before some bike rider is run down in 
the street by an automobile and killed. There 
will then follow a loud demand for the city 
to take further action on the subject. 


But why should we wait for such a grissly 


motivation as that before we try to take 
precautions? Existing regulations on the riding

of bikes are of no practical value at all 
because they simply do not deal with the 
fact that the bikes and the cars are in a 
state of conflict. 


Some things such as signs on approved 


bike routes might be helpful or simply bicycle 
warning signs on all major arterials. But 
again, the real problems is that bikes and 
cars do not mix well on city streets. 


This suggests the development of alternate 


routes 
for the bikes, perhaps 
along the 


shoulders of some streets on or adjacent 
to the sidewalk in other areas. Bicyclists can 
now ride on sidewalks except in the downtown 
area but curbs could be cut 
into slopes 


to encourage the practice. We know the city 
has no spare money lying around but if tunds 
are essential to do something, we suggest the 
city find the money however it can but before 
we needlessly kill some of the bike riders. 
Safe bicycling should be facilitated, not simply 
outlawed in favor of the automobile.

"Everything 
urn do (as a political satirist) 
should be controversial."

Mauldin did vindicate Nixon 


somewhat by saying that he felt 
sorry for him in that he in- 
herited the Vietnam War 
He 


said that if Nixon handles the 
war 
properly "he'll 
be 
re- 


elected " 


'The Wrong Side' 


The Vietnam war is 
very 


"particular and special.'' he 
said "— unique," and of -'ques- 
tionable morality." And he said, 


the U.S. is "probably on the 
wrong side of it.'' 


Mauldin said he does get some 


crank mail, the type of thing 
where somebody 
scrawls 
an 


obscenity across one of his car- 
toons, but that most of his mail 
is legitimate letters opposing or 
supporting his viewpoint. 


Mauldin does five cartoons a 


week and must do one each 
weekday morning and meet an 
alternoon deadline. He said he 
runs 
dry "every day" but 


always manages to meet the 
deadline. 


He tries to travel on the col- 


lege circuit five to six times a 
year, he said, to find out what 
the kids are thinking. 


Marijuana shouldn't be under 


the general 
c a t e g o r y of 


narcotics, he said "Pot is here 
to stay." 


Legalize Pot 


He said lawmakers should 


take the illegality out of it by 
placing it in a category with li- 
quor. This would take a lot of 
the appeal out of it he said. 


Mauldin felt cartooning is on 


the upswing primarily because 
television is weak 
on com- 


mentary. This makes 
people 


turn more and more to the 
editorial pages of the newspaper 
for 
their commentary. 
After 


people turn to the editorial page, 
he said, they look first at the 
cartoon. 


He said that the 
editorial 


writer is usually anonymous and 
usually reflects the view of the 
publisher, he then commented 


that most publishers arc very 
conservative and tend to be 
Nixon supporters. 


A cartoonist is different from 


an editorial writer because a 
cartoonist's name is right on his 
statement and the cartoon is 
"my opinion" and not somebody 
elses.

Mauldin threw a parting shot at 
Agnew by calling him a man 
who is "right for all the wrong 
reasons."

New York — Well, Bob Brown did it 


again. He rocked his audience with clothes 
appeal at his American Designers showing 
on Tuesday afternoon. Bob Brown, of course, 
is Kimberly — the firm that never does 
anything just "as usual" when it comes to 
knits. For autumn 1971 Kimberly has gone 
far beyond the unusual and is headed in 
the direction of unbelievable when it comes 
to smartness, beauty and easy comfort. 


Kiraberly, you see, develops its own yarns 


and textures and is constantly experimenting 
with new ideas. This year Kimberly came 
up with something brand new. Their machines 
have found a way to make two different 
patterns in one costume. 


NO ONE COLOR OR STYLE 


No one color and no one style had a 


monoply in the Kimberly showing which 
opened with a Moors cape and dress in red 
and black. It was a complete costume. There 
was a gold knit dress worn under a smart 
skirt-length coat in matching shade, and a 
red dress was worn with, a red blazer jacket 
piped in black. Navy blue and Chinese red 
came into the picture as a sweater suit. 
The jacket had a zigzag pattern in Chinese 
red on the blue background, and the skirt 
was in one color — navy. The Scottish touch 
completed the ensemble and was a hat that 
resembled nothing so much as the Scottish 
tarn. There was a simple black dress which 
was given glamour by way of a black and 
gold capelet — the gold, by the way, was 
the knit lining. 


Blazers were much in the picture, and 


one of them — red, was worn with a black 
and while skirt which was topped in black. 
A red blazer coat added its share of good 
looks to the black ribbed knit dress it 
covered. 


The "soft knit" look was there, too. There 


was that dress with an Inca design in claret 
which was 70 percent polyester and 30 percent 
wool, and a vote getter was the pine ribbed 
dress of dacron in the pongee shade. Still 
another attractive dress was a polyester blend 
in burnt orange, and that new weave — the 
two different patterns in one costume, was 
used for a crochet-sweater dress in dacron 
and in the eggshell shade. 


There were many more dresses in the 


Kimberly collection, and many more suits 
and coats which will find their way into 
almost every woman's heart and home. 


TRIGERE INTRODUCES THE "TAROT" 
The name Trigere has a connotation of 


elegance. So it was with some degree of 
anticipation that the press women assembled 
for her showing of the 
1971 collection on 


Tuesday afternoon. This year the designer 
has brought her dresses and coals for both 
day and evening closer to a woman's body, 
and she also has introduced a new sleeve 
called 
the 
"tarot" 
which 
is 
somewhat 


reminiscent of medieval castles. The "tarot" 
is strictly for evening and it drops to the 
floor from a bare, almost strapless dancing 
dress. 


Trigere has brought the spiral back to 


life, and reincarnated it in black satin curled 
with coq feathers, and in black jersey that 
molds the body and surrounds it in black 
fox. 


For daytime the Trigere devotee has a 


choice. She may choose a simple black jersey 
dress with beautiful lines that almost have 
a sculptured look, or she can delve into can- 
died fruit — that is the name the designer 
has given some of her patterned weaves for 
the one-piece dress or the costume suit. "Can- 
died fruit" colors are grape, cranberry, plum 
and currant. 


Trigere divides her evenings into three 


parts — the theater premiere, the cinema 
and the dinner or ball gown. For these she 
uses just the right amount Of decolletage 
in her necklines as she did with a black 
jersey, or lavishly ornaments the neckline 
and cuffs. Her dinner and ball gowns for 
the most part are in chiffon, many of them 
patterned with lace or, in some instances, 
are done in a chiffon brocade. With each 
and every- one of them, Trigere adds a long, 
regal evening coal. 


YOUNGSTERS' FASHIONS SHOWN 


When the fashion world opened its eyes 


early 
Wednesday 
morning 
to 
greet 
the 


American Designers, it was amazed at what 
it saw on the runway. Gone were the tall, 
slender models and in their place were shy 
little four and five-year-old boys and girls. 
The eight o'clock show was presented by 
Textile Chemicals, and after a color-film, il- 
lustrated talk on the present-day world, its 
ecology, and the unfortunate things that were 
facing the younger generation, T e x t i l e 
Chemicals paraded their child models — all 
wearing washable dresses, play suits, cowboy 
jeans (for the boys), and party frocks for 
the petite ladies. The talk, the film and the 
fashion show led in the direction of pollution 
which, 
Textile 
Chemicals 
says, 
can 
be 


eliminated with the proper detergents, and 
proper manufacturing of almost everything. 


THE WAISTLINE IS BACK 


The tall, slender models were back again 


for the Calvin Klein show. Just to make 
shopping for clothes easier for the feminine 
set, Calvin Klein has developed his own 
philosophy of fashion which he made known 
during the presentation of his collection. He 
likes the classic look, the well-tailored look, 
and the serene look. 


There is one topic which all designers 


agree and that is the waistline — it is the 
silhouette-maker of the season. 


All of Klein's suits, coats, blazers and 


dresses were narrowed at the waist. For in- 
stance, there was a black maxi coat with 
a silver fox hood. It was fitted in at the 
waist, as was the beige suede single-breasted 
blazer — and the gray flannel shirt dress. 


Klein combines double-knit and flannel in 


a jacket and skirt, and his blazers came 
in many colors — black, of course, but also 
in purple, persimmon, blue and yellow, in 
wools, flannels and knits. His coats are either 
tubular in their slimness, or have that mobile, 
"feel free" look. His coats for urban dwellers 
are in dark tones, but they have their bright 
touches in the way of silver fox or sable-dyed 
fox on the hoods, collars and cuffs. 


But, as do the other designers, Calvin Klein 


makes a strong point with a black dress 
— both for daytime and evening — black 
jackets and black coats. He gives them life 
with gold and silver ornamentation, and for 
evening touches them with rhinestones. Klein 
also believes that color accents, by way of 
boots and hats, should go with the black. 


JEREMY STRESSES FLUID MOVEMENT 
The Jeremy collection was a joy to behold. 


Jeremy, by the way, is a division of Jerry 
Silverman. It is only three years old, but 
its originals are worth far m o r e than 
second look. Jeremy also believes in the 
waistline — or at least his designer, Alan 
Philips, does. He stresses the 'serene shape,' 
but believes the beautiful body dress also 
should have fluid movement. He cinches his 
waistlines 
with wide belts with metallic 


buckles, and gives a new look to the shoulders. 
He doesn't use the puff-topped sleeves in the 
way other designers do. He gives the silhouette 
soft width with almost imperceptible shirring 
at the top. No peaks, no padding — just soft 
shirring. 


That soft, broader shoulder look was ap- 


parent in a young looking navy blue and 
red knit dress cinched in at the waist. You 
could find it again in a beige, slim-lined 
daytime dress, belted with leather in the 
cognac shade. 


Jeremy's designer also likes the idea of 


waist-length jackets, and used one of them 
for a double-knit in gray. Another of the 
short jackets was sleeveless and worn with 
a brown and white print skirt and with a 
long-sleeved, knitted top. 


The Jeremy line has brought back gabardine 


which was shown in white. The costume was 
belted, and the belt was ornamented in front 
with rhinestone ornaments. Jeremy also has 
brought back broadcloth, and put it together 
with a ribbed knit top above a broadcloth 
skirt 
with 
which was worn a 
matching 


jacket. 


For evening the Jeremy collection included 


an Empress Josephine gown in black, with 
brief puffs at shoulder height beneath which 
the sleeves were long and narrow.

Bridge is such a simple game 


— if you put your mind to it. 
Let's say you're declarer at six 
diamonds and West leads the 
king of spades. How would you 
play the hand? 


At first sight there would 


seem to be nothing at all to the 
play and you might —without 
thinking much about the matter 
— win the spade with the ace 
and cash the A-K of trumps, 
West showing out on the second1 


round. 


You would then inevitably go 


down one, assuming proper 
defense, 
and 
you 
might 


possibly feel inclined to at- 
tribute the loss of the slam to 
1 


the misfortune of finding the 
trumps divided 4-1. 


But such an attitude would1 


not be in full accordance with 
the facts. The slam can be 
made if you play the hand prop- 
erly, and there are no two ways 
about it. 


To make it you must have the 


presence of mind to ruff a 
spade at trick two, and when 
you then play the A-K of 
trumps, discovering that East 
started with the J-9-4-3, you are 
in fine position to shut him out 
of his trump trick. 


You continue to shorten your 


trump holding by leading a 
club to the king, followed by a 
spade ruff, then a club to the 
ace, followed by still another 
spade ruff. This leaves you 
with the A-K of hearts and the 
Q-10 of diamonds. 


You next play the A-K and* 


another heart, and the reward! 
for having very early visual- 
ized the possibility that East 
might have four trumps to the 
jack is that you make the 
slam. 


The hand is just one further 


proof of the importance of 
preparing 
for
